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A week or so ago I was the guest 

of the Bucks County chapter of the 

American Institute of Architects at 

their dinner meeting in the Buck 

Hotel. Quite apart from the fact that 

I had never before been alone with 

| so many charming and distinguished 

gentlemen, the evening was mem- 

orable. We saw an impressively ef- 

fective motion picture called “No 

Time for Ugliness.” Certainly, now 

is the time for all of us to see this 
film. 

Many of us here in Bucks County 
are aware of the area-wide problems 
which have resulted from the rapid 
expansion of our towns and sub- 
urbs. There have been many pro- 
tests in “letters to the editor” col- 
umns in local papers over the sacri- 
fice of the beautiful natural features 
of our countryside, to: satisfy the 
present building boom. James Mich- 
ener and Adi Jeffrey chose an article 
with this theme as second prize 
winner in our writers’ contest. (The 
feature appears on page twenty in 
this issue. ) 

The film, which the AIA is pre- 
senting as a community service, 
points out that it is possible to build 
low cost housing with good design 
and land use, and with a respect for 
the beauty of nature. Suburban 
tracts don’t have to have mimeo- 
graph-machine ugliness — they can 
have privacy and individuality. 
Overcrowding, in an attempt to uti- 
lize the most physical area possible, 
has trapped many developments into 
| false economic land use. Good com- 
munity design needs community 
planning. 

What we see around us every day 
is important. Yet most suburban 
| shopping centers are  "barn-like 
| structures in islands of asphalt" — 
all concrete and cars. There is no 
place for leisurely browsing and no 
place to sit; even though shopping 
malls like Peddlers Village, which 
leave the cars outside and mix 
people with trees and flowers and 
well designed stores, have proved 
very successful. 
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Although many of us hate to ad- 
mit it, signs and billboards do play 
an important part in our modern 
living. They are needed for inform- 
ing and directing, as well as for ad- 
vertising. Cluttered, cheap looking, 
overdone signs and billboards are 
ugly and offensive. The same kind 
of careful thought and planning that 
goes into a building, can and should 
be devoted to signs. Most respons- 
ible businessmen who are residents 
of our communities, are happy to 
cooperate in every possible way with 
civic groups trying to improve the 
appearance of their towns. There 
can be regulation of garish adver- 
tising and overdone neon signs. 


Our communities do have the 
resources to eliminate ugliness and 
to create efficient and beautiful sur- 
roundings. We have the business 
and civic leadership which can pro- 
vide the necessary inspiration, stay- 
ing power, and — when necessary 
— finances. But there is another 
essential element — the backing of 
"a knowledgeable and demanding 
public which knows the difference 
between the good and the bad, and 
insists on having the good," so that 
each one of us has a share in the 
responsibility for the mess we live 
in

Most of all, it 
is a time to consider ghosts. Here 
are a few stories told to me by the 
teens of Bucks. 

The teenagers of New Hope do 
not have a Midnight Mary such as 
been haunting Bristol for the past 
few years. New Hope does have its 
own species of ghosts, however, who 
have sent more than one young girl 
and boy into frightened flight under 
a midnight moon or a horizon-dip- 
ping sun. 
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Just a summer ago one incident 
Occured at a home not far from 
the center of New Hope. A 17-year- 
old boy and his girl friend were 
sitting beside his swimming pool. 
They had just been in for a last 
dip and were laughing and talking. 
All their friends had left and the 
boy's mother was back at the house 
preparing dinner. The young couple 
started to gather up their towels. 
Suddenly the air around them seem- 
ed unusually still. Even the rattle of 
dishes from the open kitchen door 
subsided. The last fingers of flesh- 
colored sunlight clutched at the hor- 
izon and then pulled out of sight. 


The boy and girl were alone ng 

The girl shivered and rubbed 
her arms. The boy leaned over to 
pick up a towel from the edge of the 
pool. His gaze was caught by some- 
thing thick moving in front of him. 
A dampness brushed across his face. 
He felt rooted to the spot with an 
indescribable terror. He sensed that 
the girl had stopped rubbing her 
arms and was standing immobile 


also, 
The two stared as though trans- 


fixed at a strange object moving 
along the edge of the pool. It was 
a pillar of thick white mist. It glided 
over the pool, then up and down in 
the water, then lifted up and drag- 
ged gently along the pool's edge. It 
swayed this way and that, as though 
dancing to some unheard rhythm. 

The boy and girl dropped their 
towels and ran. 

Back in the house, none of the 
family could make sense out of what 
the boy and girl had seen. But the 
young couple know what they saw 
and still recall it vividly. Both de- 
scribe it as happening in precisely 
the same way. 

Other teens have seen very spec- 
ial ghosts, too. One 18-year-old boy 
in the village tells of his night of 
terror. He was asleep in his room 
when he was awakened in the dead 
of night by a rustling sound coming 
from the corner of his room. He 
opened his eyes slowly, not sure but 
he was dreaming his feeling of un- 
certainty and fright. He heard the 
sound again. He sat up in bed un- 
easily. The full moon through his 
open window shattered the darkness 
with little spears of sliver light. He 
could make out the outlines of the 
chairs and his chest of drawers in 
the half-light. 

Then he saw it. A white shape 
with little form and of a substance 
at once both thick, yet also thin, 
like a cloud moved about his chest 
of drawers in the corner. The one 
clearly discernable feature to the 
spellbound boy was a head of hair. 
It was fiery red, set on top of a 
formless body of milky white sub- 
stance. 

The boy leaped from his bed and 
tore down to his parents’ room. 
Sleepily they turned him away. He 
went outside and spent the night in 
wide-wakefulness sitting on the gar- 
den wall. He has never seen the 
sight again, but the memory of that 
night has never left him. 

A 21-year old college senior and 
a girl who is a college freshman told 
me of their experience this past 
summer. They were sitting in an 
attic room in .New Hope listening 
to records. Outside the night was 


black without a vestige of moon.

As they sat motionless a strange 
thing happened. A shaft of light 
arose from behind the table where 
the candle had been burning. It 
slipped upwards along the wall, then 
glided around the room. lt moved 
up and down, then sideways. It 
slipped down the attic stairs, then 
up again. The boy glanced out the 
window at the first appearance of 
the light believing it to be car lights 
from the road.

DEFENSE OF THE STATUS QUO 


by Marylou K. Streznewski 


They are only small white circles 
in the middle of the road, two of 
them, but they bother me. Every 
time I go up the road to the main 
highway I must ride over them; 
first one, then the other, about five 
hundred feet apart. I look to the 
left and right at the space they indi- 
cate; a farmer’s field, a paddock, a 
grove of trees. Those innocent-look- 
ing circles are surveyor’s marks and 
the part of my world they mark off 
will be used for a new super high- 
way, or a piece of one. It’s called a 
by-pass. 

The thing which disturbs..me- is 
what those circles symbolize. It is 
the gradual marking off for destruc- 
tion of the character of an area, of a 
way of life. It is the sacrifice of too 
many fields and too many trees to 
the Great God Progress, whom I 
suspect has an alias — Profit. It 
seems that far too much of the 
marking off in Bucks County is 
being done by those who wish to 
make of it yet another extension 
of the suburban sprawl which radi- 
ates from Philadelphia in every 
direction, except North. 

Those who note the industrial 
potential of a site near the port of 
Philadelphia see our fields and farms 
not as fields and farms, but as great 
locations for industries, or in terms 
of how many “little boxes” can be 
placed on a hillside. I recently read 
à statement by the chairman of one 
of the industrial groups in the 
county to the effect that he and his 
group hoped to do for parts of 
Lower Bucks what has been done 
for (to?) King of Prussia. He seem- 
ed to think they would be doing 
someone a favor. If this is a favor, 
spare us. 

For I have been where Route 202 
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meets a concrete maze that is sup- 
posed to relieve traffic congestion. 
I have seen the huge shopping cen- 
ter, the motels, the charming coun- 
try restaurants from whose patios 
one has an unobstructed view of 
speeding cars, in three directions. I 
have passed the stately homes which 
are empty because a highway must 
be made still wider. The one building 
which an historical society managed 
to save is left high and dry on an 
island in the middle of a four-lane 
highway. And I am tempted to cry 
with a.recent newspaper columnist, 
"Oh! I am so sick of Progress!" 
Reading headline after headline 
about planning for industry, devel- 


ping industry, encouraging indus- 


try, one must ask each time: What 
about planning for people? The need 
to diversify the tax-base is one of 
the biggest (and best sounding) 
reasons why townships are urged to 
forget their residential character and 
provide public facilities to attract 
industry. Happily, some townships 
have had the courage to stay off 
the bandwagon and leave their tax- 
base as it is. The spectre of higher 
taxes does not haunt these people; 
they are willing to pay higher taxes 
to protect the things they love. 
Heretic I may be, but I am willing 
too. 

"Tourist dollars" is the bait used 
to try to convince us that this region 
of quiet towns, green country and a 
lovely river must be "developed" in 
order to be more useful. Does no 
one realize that the installation of 
many modern facilities will eliminate 
the very atmosphere which brings 
people here? . 

Last fall we took a Sunday outing 
to the footbridge across the Del- 
aware above Lumberville. A small 


thing? Perhaps. But standing sus- 
pended above the river and looking 
up and down the channel at the 
October-colored leaves was worth 
the trip. True, River Road was 
crowded and we had to drive slowly. 
How else to really look as we rode? 
But we are told that this congestion 
is good reason for filling in the his- 
toric and beautiful Delaware Canal 
and building a new high-speed 
means of travel. Why? So that we 
can admire more leaves faster in less 
time? 

I can recall an Easter Sunday sit- 
ting in the River's Edge in Lambert- 
ville and drinking in. the green 
beauty of the river. I was living on 
the banks of another river at the 
time, the Allegheny near Pittsburgh, 
and the contrast was breathtaking. 
I thought of the industry-scarred 
banks of that river as I watched the 
tree-shaded Delaware with water 
skiers instead of coal barges. Even 
now the people of Pittsburgh are 
trying to reclaim some of their lost 
beauty, but the power plants and 
the steel mills are there to stay. 

Those whose vision focuses on the 
recreation area to the north of us 
seem to see Bucks County as a place 
through which to pass on the way 
to somewhere else, a conveniently 
empty space over which to build 
super highways. I live in a rural 
area because I choose to so live. I 
miss the easy access to the city ad- 
vantages of schools, shopping and 
theatres. But the atmosphere, liter- 
ally and figuratively, appeals to me 
here. I do not expect the city dweller 
to sacrifice the life he prefers to an 
expressway for my car; I am a firm 
advocate of mass transportation. 
And I greatly resent the sacrificing 
of our fields and trees and quiet to 


his convenience in getting to his 
weckend recreation. 

But all of these things are done 
in the name of “Progress.” . . . “Ex- 
pansion and development are the 
American Way. You wouldn't want 
to stand in the way of such a great 
principle, would you?" Yes, I would. 
We must abandon the “elbow room” 
concept that has been a part of our 
national character in the past. Our 
forefathers reached the Pacific a 
long time ago and we are covering 
this continent with asphalt and smog 
at an astonishing rate. There just 
aren't any more places to go, except 
outer space. We must learn to hus- 
band what we have, while at the 
same time keeping it useful. 

A great many people with very 
deep roots in Bucks County like 
it the way it is and wish to preserve 
this somewhat unique way of life. A 
great many others, like myself, have 
come to Bucks because of its charm. 

I have realized only recently what 
is one of these unique charms of 
Bucks County; what it is that draws 
writers, artists and ordinary citizens 
to seek here a sort of refuge from 
the rest of the world. It exists in 
only about the northern half of the 
county, is being marked off even 
here, and it is this: Bucks County 
still has towns and villages and 
countryside. Each has an identity, 
both physical and political. It is pos- 
sible to know where you are (and 
perhaps easier to know who you 
are?) in such a setting. You know 
when you arrive in a village and 
when you have left it. You can 
drive in the country again until the 
next community comes into view. 

This may seem a ridiculously 
simple fact to point out, but I invite 
the reader to take two short and 
contrasting rides. The first takes you 
from Doylestown to New Hope 
along Route 202. It is probably 
about as “Bucks County” as you 
can get, but keep in mind my earlier 
statement about knowing where you 
are. 

Next try a trip, as I did one recent 
Saturday, from Doylestown to Jen- 
kintown along Route 611. Think 
about knowing where you are, and 
also try to recall some of the things 
you have read about dislocation and 
disorientation in modern life. At any 
given moment I defy you to tell 
whether you are in Willow Grove, 
Abington, Jenkintown, or some- 
where in between. That endless line 
of neon and concrete stretches all 
the way to Philadelphia. It is vir- 
tually impossible to go from place 
to place on foot; the entire area has 
been sacrificed to the highway's 
speed. Across the road may as well 
be across the country. Compare this, 


if you will, to Doylestown or to Ped- 
dler's Village. Perhaps as you drive 
you will notice the house whose wall 
bears an eighteenth century inscrip- 
tion. "Progress," in the form of a 
six-lane highway, has rolled to with- 
in a few feet of its front porch. 
Needless to say, it is empty. 

After such a drive, my home on 
the outskirts of Doylestown seems 
a haven of peace and sanity. But for 
how long? I keep seeing those little 
white circles and they remind me of 
the inexorable march of “Progress” 
over our land. Even my dictionary 
offers no consolation, defining prog- 
ress as “a steady and constant for- 
ward movement, admitting of pause 
but not of retreat." 

But is this forward movement? 
The coming of business and indus- 
try and super transportation may be 
good for the economy, but is it good 
for people? It may fill our pockets, 
but what will fill our eyes to replace 
the trees? What will fill our air to 
replace the smell of pines? What will 
fill our ears to replace the sounds of 
woods and streams, or the sound of 
silence? Perhaps each Bucks Coun- 
tian does not have these things at 
his back door, but they are close by. 
Why must we sacrifice tnem to tne 
interests of others or to the profit 
motive within ourselves? 

Should one, then, be opposed to 
all modern development? Of course 
not. But I believe that man must 
live as a product of his past, with a 
realistic appraisal of his present, 
and. with concern for the future of 
others. To eliminate any aspect of 
this is to contribute to the kind of 
nameless dislocation which seems 
to beset our time. In our relentless 
drive for the bigger, better, newer, 
we deny our past when we refuse to 
preserve worthy historic buildings 
and surround historic sites with com- 
mercial blight. We show little con- 
cern for the future when the quick 
profit or convenience of today 
counts for more than the problems 
we create for the future. 

It comes to this. We must weigh 
each foot of highway against each 
foot of green that is destroyed; each 
new industry's benefits against the 
damage it does to the character of 
an area; each housing development 
against the problems of increased 
population; each development of our 
tourist potential against the beauty 
of an almost untouched river bank 
above Washington's Crossing. And 
we must soberly consider each 
choice, now, for the future. 

Or — we can sit back and “let 
George do it." Let him attend the 
hearings on zoning exceptions (don't 
look now, but they're building a 
shopping center next to your house), 


serve on the local planning boards, 
form committees to fight the incur- 
sions of the highway department 
into the most beautiful parts of the 
county. Even the mighty power of 
that august agency can be dealt 
with if enough people get angry 
enough. A case in point: the con- 
troversial Philadelphia expressway 
will now- be depressed instead of 
high in-the air and much of the old 
part of the city has been saved from 
a ribbon of noise and dirt. 

But if only George keeps his eye 
on things, rest assured that the in- 
dustrial and commercial developers 
will have their way and the peace, 
beauty, and history which mean 
Bucks County will be only a nostal- 
gic memory about which to tell our 
grandchildren. 

Somewhere, a halt must be called 
to our "Progress" toward who- 


knows-what. Shall we call it here, 
now, in Bucks County, or shall we 
become yet another formless blob 
in the megalopolis? Can we declare 
our identity? Can we preserve it?
